svlendid service to Its patrons. Tho 
fall text of Miss Olney's report fol- 
lows: 


"A- summary of the year's work 


fttiows no great change over that ol 
1921 In geseral development or change 
of conditions. With, existing condi- 
tions it has only been possible to 
•mark time' throughout the year, but 
the statistics show that in spite of the 
many handicaps, shortage ot books. 
etc.. tie library has held, its own and 
gained a little In the volume Of ser- 
vice rendered tB the public 
during 


the year. 


"Lack of funds made it impossible 


to keep up with the .constantly in- 
creasing demands for books, only 177 
volumes having been \ purchased dur- 
ing the year. Tbe library has been 
fortunate'-in the number of books re- 
ceived by gift. Of tho 766 books donat- 
ed during the ye:.r, 528 were the gift 
ot the Edwin S. 3Tjrter Branch of the 
Army and Navy I«acue. These books 
were given for the children and were 
a great help in 8t!p<plYin£ the ever In- 
creasing demands of 
that depart- 


ment. 


"The set of The 
Chronicles of 


America/ in 50 volumes/ given to the 
library by 
Rockwell' Marietta, is 


filling a long-fel: need in providing 
period history of the United States to 
students aa well ;us to a large number 
of library patrons, and is very mnch 
appreciated. . 


"One hundred 
eighty-eight books 


have b«en given daring the year by 
friends who have generously donated 
new fiction after having enjoyed the 
books themselves and were willing 
that others might share the pleasure 
ot reading them also. 


"An unusually large 
number 
ot 


books have been w'thdrawn this year 
sine* the constantly Increasing de- 
mand has kept the small collection 
ivallaible in continual circulation and 
has worn'to shrrds hundreds of our 
standard books, leaving the -number of 
books 2,414 volumes short of the mm- 
ber at the beginning ot the year. 


"Th« number of lx>oks circulated (or 


home reading shows an increase of 
1,142 -volumes over the previous year, 
making a splend'd record in view of 
the decreased nunber of books avail- 
able. 


"It was not possible to open the "West

school year. Tlia branch has been

-who has done remarkable work con- 
sidering th» lad of books to supply 
the needs. The work has more than 
repaid tho. cost of keeping the branch 
on the "West Sidn, as a large number 
of books were circulated to the school 
children who live too far from tfce 
main library to use it. It Is with 
great regret that we were obliged to 
give up the work. The branch library 
can only be Te-opdned when we have 
adequate financial support to justify 
operating it. 


"No report can givo any idea ot the 


amount of reference work done for 
the Horary patrons of our city and 
the large nuntbcr of calls for ma- 
terial from out cf town people, clubs 
anrl rural schools. 
The amount of 


information ^furnished to people by 
telephone- haa greatly increased over 
that of last year and the library staff 
is always glad to supply all possible 
information to the .people who can no< 
come to the library to secure I: in 
person. 


"Because of thr lack of funds it has 


not be«a possiblo to make necessary 
reaaln to tho building or improve the 
Luting gj-stcm which is inadequate 
and antiquated. 


"The library i3 becoming increas- 


ingly popular as a meeting place for 
varioos organizations, a uumfcer hav- 
ing their regular meeting time. The 
dates not filled fcy regular meetings 
are in demand by organizations seek- 
ing a temporary meeting place.
